Oil Soaks La. Pelicans, Wetlands 


Leaked fuel seeping 
into delicate habitats 
despite precautions 

Covington, La. 

The dire impact of the massive Gulf 
spill was apparent Sunday on oil- 
soaked islands where pelicans nest 
as several of the birds splashed in 
the water and preened themselves, 
apparently trying to clean crude 
from their feet and wings. 

Pelican eggs were glazed with 
rust-colored gunk in the bird colo- 
ny, with thick globs floating on top 
of the water. Nests sat precarious- 
ly close to the mess in mangrove 
trees. As oil crept farther into the 
delicate wetlands in Barataria Bay 
off Louisiana, BP officials said Sun- 
day that one of their efforts to slow 
the leak wasn’t working as effec- 
tively as before. 

BP spokesman John Curry said 
Sunday that a mile-long tube insert- 
ed into the leaking well siphoned 
about 57,120 gallons of oil with- 
in the past 24 hours, a sharp drop 
from the 92,400 gallons of oil a day 
that the device was sucking up on

Friday. However, the company has 
said the amount of oil siphoned will 
vary widely from day to day. 

Engineers are working furiously 
to stem the growing ooze as more 
wildlife and delicate coastal wet- 
lands are tainted despite the oil- 
absorbing booms placed around 


shorelines to protect them. 

A pelican colony off Louisiana’s 
coast was awash in oil Saturday, 
and an Associated Press photog- 
rapher saw several birds and their 
eggs coated in the ooze. Workers

Cable companies are 
feeling the pressure 
on customer service 

Philadelphia 

For far too long, cable customers 
fumed as they waited in vain for 
the cable guy to show up. When he 
did come, sometimes it took mul- 
tiple visits to fix outages. Some 
customers grappled with bill- 
ing mistakes that took months to 
resolve. And cable prices went up 
every year. 

Now it may be the cable cus- 
tomers’ turn for revenge. 

Cable TV operators are trying to 
treat their customers better. Con- 
sumers now can get a 30-day, mon- 
ey-back guarantee from at least two 
major cable companies. Soon sub- 
scribers might set specific times 
for technician visits and get their 
orders confirmed in writing. 

These sound like simple or even 
obvious steps, but they address 
longtime complaints about the 
cable TV business. 

Cable companies are forced to 


do it because of intensifying compe- 
tition from satellite TV and phone 
companies that offer video — and 
from people disconnecting sub- 
scription TV services altogether 
to watch videos online. 

And people are leaving. In 2006, 
cable TV companies had 68.5 mil- 
lion video customers. The number 
fell to 63.3 million in 2009, accord- 
ing to research firm In-Stat. 

“People have a bad opinion of 
their customer service,” said Mike 
Paxton, principal analyst at In-Stat. 


“Until [cable] started losing cus- 
tomers, there was no pressure.” 

It won’t be easy to change the 
industry’s poor reputation. Cable’s 
customer satisfaction ratings have 
been among the worst of any indus- 
try. In the American Customer 
Satisfaction Index, the four larg- 
est cable TV providers have aver- 
aged 59 on a scale of 1 to 100 since 
2004. In the last comparable rank- 
ings, cable TV even scored below 
the nation’s airlines for quality of 
service, deborah yao (ap)

A U.S.-born cleric who has encour- 
aged Muslims to kill American sol- 
diers called for the killing of U.S. 
civilians in his first video released 
by a Yemeni offshoot of al-Qaeda, 
providing the most overt link yet 
between the radical preacher and 
the terror group. 

Dressed in a white Yemeni robe 
and turban, and with a tradition- 
al jambiyah dagger tucked into his 
waistband, Anwar Al-Awlaki used 
the 45-minute video posted Sun- 
day to justify civilian deaths — 
and encourage them — by accus- 
ing the U.S. of intentionally killing 
a million Muslim civilians in Iraq, 
Afghanistan and elsewhere. 

Americans are to blame, he said, 
because “the American people ... 
are taking part in this and they 
elected this administration and 
they are financing the war.” 

“Those who might be killed in 
a plane are merely a drop of water 
in a sea,” he said in the video in 
response to a question about Mus- 
lim groups that disapproved of the 
airliner plot. 

Al-Awlaki, who was born in New 
Mexico and is believed to be hiding 
in his parents’ native Yemen, has

Of the 166 passengers and crew 
aboard when the plane overshot a 
hilltop runway and plunged over 
a cliff at dawn Saturday, 158 were 
dead.

And I can only think 
that God wanted to give me a sec- 
ond life,” he said from his hospi- 
tal bed in Mangalore. 

Investigators and aviation offi- 
cials combed through the wreck- 
age of the Boeing 737-800 strewn 
across a hillside to try to determine 
the cause of India’s worst air disas- 
ter in more than a decade. They 
recovered the cockpit voice record- 
er and flight data recorder, which 
they hope will give them impor- 


ing under its most serious threat in 
decades: Europe’s debt crisis. 

Deep budget cuts are under 
way across Europe.

Officials: Eatery Servers 
Stole $117K From Diners 


Washington 

Three servers at the Cheesecake 
Factory restaurant on Wisconsin 
Avenue in the District alleged- 
ly stole credit card numbers from 
patrons as part of a scheme that 
racked up more than $117,000 in 
fraudulent charges between 2008 
and last year. 

Investigators with the U.S. 
Secret Service allege the servers 
were working for a larger fraud 
ring and were using electronic 
devices to “skim” the credit card 
numbers of those they served at 
the restaurant, according to court 
records in U.S. District Court in 


Alexandria. 

Secret Service agents inter- 
viewed two servers, identified in 
court documents only by their ini- 
tials because they are cooperating 
with the investigation, who said 
they were recruited by Nicole L. 
Ward, another server at the res- 
taurant. 

Ward allegedly provided the 
servers with “skimmers” to cap- 
ture the credit card numbers and 
would then hand off the devices 
to two men, known only as “Slim” 
and“G.”

Metro’s High-Wire 
Act Looms on 495 


Potentially dangerous 
flyover construction 
to create traffic mess 

Tysons Corner, Va. 

Drivers who have already suffered 
through a year of road and rail con- 
struction in Northern Virginia will 
soon have a dazzling new distrac- 
tion: a flyover that will carry Metro- 
rail trains 30 feet above the Capital 
Beltway on their way toward Dull- 
es International Airport. 

At its highest point, the bridge 
will rise 65 feet above Tysons Cor- 
ner, the heart of the new Silver 
Line. It will begin its ascent along 
the Dulles Connector Road north 
of Interstate 66, cross to the north 
side of Route 123, then swoop over 
the Beltway before the trains dive 
under Route 7. Workers will begin 
assembly this week. 

The construction technique to 
be used over the Beltway is a high- 
wire engineering act, in which hun- 
dreds of lO-by-17-foot, 25-ton blocks 


of concrete will be suspended from 
a massive metal overhead crane, a 
yellow submarine on stilts extend- 
ing over 12 traffic lanes. 

The Beltway bridge, known as 
an aerial guideway, will also rise 
over workers building ramps, abut- 
ments and roadbeds for the Belt- 
way, which is expanding to accom- 
modate 14 miles of high-occupancy 
toll lanes. 

The construction at the junc- 
ture of two of the country’s biggest 
road and rail projects is so poten- 
tially dangerous that most of the 
work must be done in daylight, 
said Shawn MacCormack, aerial 
structures chief for Dulles Transit 
Partners. Traffic will be stop-and- 
go as the guideway marches above 
it, making the gridlock of the past 
year seem like a cakewalk. 

“There will be a lot more 
going on, and things will be 
crazier,” said Jamie Breme, a 
spokeswoman for the $1.9 bil- 
lion HOT lanes project. “Motor- 
ists are going to see an impact.”

Termination 
Fee to Rise 
For iPhone 

New York 

AT&T Inc. is raising the fees it 
charges buyers of the iPhone and 
other smart phones if they break 
their two-year contracts, while 
lowering them for “dumb” phones 
to better align the fees with their 
real costs. 

Starting June 1, smart-phone 
buyers will have to pay $325 for 
breaking their contract, up from 
$175 currently. For buyers of 
regular phones, the fee is being 
decreased by $25 to $150. 

The early termination fee goes 
down for every month customers 
stay in their contract — by $10 for 
smart phones and $4 for regular 
phones. The changes apply only to 
new contracts and renewals. 

AT&T charges customers $199 
for the latest model of the iPhone. 
AT&T likely loses money for every 
customer who breaks a contract 
but may break even with the new, 
higher fee. (ap)

Credit card issuers are still playing 
“gotcha” with customers. 

Landmark reforms this year 
were intended to stop billing prac- 
tices that gouge unwitting consum- 
ers. Yet banks are hanging onto a 
tactic that ensures borrowers rack 
up as much as possible in inter- 
est charges. 

The practice in question comes 
into play whenever portions of a 
cardholder’s balance carry differ- 
ent interest rates. Cash advances, 
for example, can come with dra- 
matically higher interest rates than 
purchases. At Bank of America, it’s 
about 24 percent versus as low as 
13 percent. 

From the consumer’s perspec- 
tive, it makes more sense to pay 
down the higher interest rate bal- 
ance first, because it rises at a fast- 
er pace. 

Before the reforms went into 


effect, however, banks would apply 
any payments first to balances with 
the lowest rate. This ensured that 
the costlier balance kept fattening 
up for as long as possible. 

The tactic was among those tar- 
geted by regulators. The new credit 
card law, which took effect in Feb- 
ruary, specifies that any payments 
above the minimum must first be 


applied to the balance with the 
higher interest rate. 

The key phrase? “Above the 
minimum.” 

That means minimum pay- 
ments can still be applied to the 
lower rate balances. 

And that’s exactly what the big- 
gest credit card issuers are doing, 
including American Express, Capi- 


tal One and Chase. Customers can’t 
request that a payment be applied 
any differently. 

Although it’s legal, the prac- 
tice undermines the spirit of the

credit card reforms, notes Odys- 
seas Papadimitriou, CEO of Card- 
Hub.com. 

“Why should any part of a pay- 
ment be applied in an unfair way, 
especially for people who can only 
afford to make the minimum pay- 
ment?” said Papadimitriou. 

The loophole was probably the 
result of regulatory compromise by 
lawmakers, said Ruth Susswein of 
Consumer Action. She said most 
customers don’t realize that banks 
apply payments to their disadvan- 
tage.

The Status Quo Is Sunk 

Tensions between North and South Korea spark high-stakes diplomacy in Asia 


Beijing 

South Korea said on Sunday that it 
would ask the U.N. Security Council 
to punish North Korea for its deadly 
attack on a South Korean warship 
in a move that could ratchet up the 
pressure on the isolated Stalinist 
regime and add a new flashpoint 
to U.S. relations with China. 

South Korean President Lee 
Myung-bak was scheduled to make 
the request in an address to his 
nation on Monday during which 
he will detail a package of mea- 
sures in response to the March 26 
torpedoing of the 1,200-ton Cheo- 
nan and the killing of 46 sailors, 
according to presidential spokes- 
man Lee Dong-kwan. 

A senior U.S. official, travel- 
ing with Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton in China, said 
the United States would back “all

the steps the South Koreans are 
going to announce tomorrow.” In 
an indication of the seriousness 
with which the Obama administra- 
tion views the unfolding drama, he 
added: “We have not faced some- 
thing like this in decades.” 

The official said that China has 
not accepted the results of a South 
Korean investigation — backed by 
experts from the United States, 
Australia, Britain and Sweden — 
that implicated North Korea in the

Backstory 

At the heart of the deepening crisis in Asia 
is the sinking of a South Korean ship in the 
Yellow Sea. The Cheonan, a 1,200-ton war-

rea conducted a two-month investigation into the incident before concluding 
last week that a torpedo from a North Korean submarine was responsible for 
the craft’s destruction. North Korean officials strenuously denied any role in 
the attack Thursday and demanded an opportunity to review the evidence for 
themselves, (express/ap) 



attack. It is unclear whether Bei- 
jing will support Lee’s call in the 
Security Council. 

China’s reluctance to agree with 
the report underscores the challeng- 
es the United States faces as it seeks 
to forge better ties with Beijing. 
The U.S. official said China and the 
United States still do not see eye to 
eye on details of planned econom- 
ic sanctions on Iran for its failure 
to stop its nuclear-enrichment pro- 
gram. Of specific concern, he said, 
were disagreements between Bei- 
jing and Washington about how 
investments in the oil and gas sec- 
tor would be treated. China has 
committed to invest more than 
$80 billion in Iran’s energy sec- 
tor and does not want to see those 
investments threatened by tight- 
ened sanctions against Tehran. 

U.S. officials said the Obama 
administration viewed the situa- 
tion in Northeast Asia and Iran as 
so pressing that on Sunday night 
in Beijing, Clinton dispensed with 
the niceties of protocol and got 


down to a substantive discussion 
in the middle of a private banquet 
to welcome the biggest delegation 
of U.S. officials ever to Beijing. 
The officials are in Beijing for the 
U.S.-China Strategic and Econom- 
ic Dialogue. 

The attack and its aftermath 
threatens China’s place in the 
region and could force it to make 
an unwanted choice between South 
Korea and North Korea — two 
countries that it has handled deftly 
since Beijing normalized relations 
with Seoul in 1992. South Korea 
wants China, which is a permanent 
member of the Security Council, to 
back its call to take the issue to the 
council. So does the United States, 
the U.S. official said. 

But that could risk hurting 
North Korea, and China appears 
committed to maintaining the 
North Korean regime above all. 

“For China,” the senior U.S. 
official said, “they are in unchart-

Series Finales 

Was a proper goodbye too much to 
ask for “Law & Order”? 

There would never have been 
many loose ends to tie up, nor 
would a startling conclusion be 
consistent with the show’s style. 
But it deserves to be going out with 
a bit of ceremony. 

Airing Monday at 10 p.m., the 
episode “Rubber Room” is the series’ 
last. That’s what NBC abruptly 
ruled less than a week ago: “Law 
& Order” is done. So, this episode 
is helpless to bring us any closure. 


No finale here. Just the end of the 
line — after 20 seasons and about 
450 episodes. 

“Law & Order” has been on the 
air so long it managed to evolve 
from a raw, innovative and chal- 
lenging drama in the eyes of its 
audience, into a clever but comfort- 


able diversion as the years wore on. 
And all this with the show bare- 
ly changing. 

Of course, the faces changed 
(about two dozen actors occupied 
the series’ six main roles). The sto- 
ries were constantly replenished 
by real-life events. But the rock- 


steady routine of the show (from 
its signature “chung-CHUNG” to 
its cops-and-courts formula) held 
firm throughout and, for its fans, 
became second nature. 

So, somewhere along the line, 
“Law & Order” became more, and

less, than a groundbreaking TV 
drama. It became a trusty TV friend. 
And the cancellation short-cir- 
cuits what would otherwise have 
set up a significant transition in 
the cast. 

NYPD Lt. Anita Van Buren has 
led the detective squad at Man- 
hattan’s 27th Precinct since 1993. 
Meanwhile, S. Epatha Merkerson, 
who brought dignity and resolve to 
her role as Van Buren, emerged as 
the senior member of the “Law & 
Order” troupe. 

But a few months ago, Merker- 
son decided to take her leave, with 
“Rubber Room” marking her exit 
as a series regular. She was leav- 
ing behind current series regu- 
lars Anthony Anderson and Jer- 
emy Sisto (who play Van Buren’s 
detectives) and, over at the court- 
house, Linus Roache, Alana De La 
Garza and Sam Water ston, a co- 
star since 1994. 

The hour ends on an upbeat but 
inconclusive note. There’s no sug- 
gestion that Van Buren is leaving 
the department — nor, of course, 
any clue that the series likely won’t 
be back, frazier moore (ap)

He can be thoughtful and 
insightful at times, but, sadly, that 
version of Cross is only a support- 
ing character, not the lead. There’s a 
long section on date rape, in which 
he mocks a pamphlet that encour- 
ages women to carry drink-testing 
kits with them. There are too many 
layers of irony for it to be misog- 
ynistic, but it’s not not-misogy- 
nistic either.

John Grisham’s new

Book Review 

Anyone who blows off John 
Grisham because his writing’s easy 
to read doesn’t need to funnel any 
contempt toward his latest book, 
“Theodore Boone: Kid Lawyer.” 
This one’s for the kids. 

But if you’re not a hater, then 
“Theodore Boone” is fine for 
adults, too: It has all the clarity, 
tension and subtle humor evident 
in Grisham’s other works. 

The book, out Tuesday ($17, Dut- 
ton), introduces us to 13-year-old 
Boone, an only child whose parents 
are both lawyers, and who aspires 
to be one himself 

When a wealthy man is accused 
of murdering his wife for her life- 
insurance payout, it becomes the 
town’s trial of the century. Though 
it looks likely that the suspect will 
walk away a free man, Boone can’t 
shake the feeling that the guy did 



it. Soon he finds himself the recip- 
ient of valuable information about 
the case. But after he promises to 
keep the source of his informa- 
tion a secret, Boone worries he 
may be doing the wrong thing — 
and the mix of emotions, coupled 
with the intimidation of a scary 
armed thug, start keeping him 
up at night. 

Grisham proves adept at toning 
down his material for younger read- 
ers without sacrificing style. It’s not 
like the U.S. needs more lawyers, 
but a kid would be hard-pressed to 
read “Theodore Boone, Kid Law- 
yer” and not be somewhat interest- 
ed in following in the protagonist’s

Hank III Brings 
Down the Volume 



Rebel 

Within 

Hank III 


When your grandfather is the leg- 
endary Hank Williams, your dad is 
Hank Williams Jr., and your half- 
sister is country songstress Holly 
Williams, it’s pretty apparent that 
twang is in your blood. 

But the third-generation Hank 
Williams — who records under the 
name Hank III — gives a punk 
spin to the outlaw spirit to create 
a hybrid he calls “hellbilly.” It’s a 
fusion that worked especially well 
on his epic 2006 release, “Straight 
to Hell,” on which he celebrated a 
hard-partying lifestyle. 

Surprisingly, Hank III seems to 
have mellowed — or, at least, sobered 
up a bit — on his newest album, 
“Rebel Within.” The drinking and 
drugs are still there, but Williams 
has a more somber outlook. On the 
fiddle-infused “Gettin’ Drunk & Fai- 
lin’ Down,” he sounds more remorse- 
ful than celebratory (“I like living 
life full-throttle, now it seems like 
I’m running out of steam”), while 
“Drinkin’ Ain’t Hard to Do” heaps 
praise on a favorite dive bar as a way 
to cope after a breakup. 

Williams’ sense of humor 
remains twisted: While “Drinkin’ 
Over Momma” bemoans a mother 
who walked out on her family and 
OD’d on crack, the song is an up- 
tempo piece that dwells on finding

a new woman for Dad. Key qualifi- 
cations: that she be willing to “skin 
those critters we bring home.” 

This album is notably Williams’ 
last for Curb Records after some 
bitter contract disputes. He injects 
some of his punk leanings in one 
last raised middle finger to his 
label: As the grinding punk/coun- 
try “Tore Up & Loud” concludes, 
Williams fiercely celebrates being 
done with his contract, shouting, 
“Goddamn! Hallelujah! Praise the 
[expletive] Lord! After 14 years. I’m 
finally [expletive] free!” 

While Williams’ rebel with- 
in might have been hibernating 
for most of this album, it’s good 
to see that feisty spirit rearing its 
head, even if only for a moment.
